selected, and for months 
past a sifting 
of the lists of 
available can- 
didates has 
been going on. 
The sifting is 
an interesting 
process, which 
includes consideration of the mental 
and political qualities of the candidate, 
a squint at his morals, and careful com- 
putation as to the States that he might 
be expected to carry. The Democrats 
will have the South as usual, or more 
so. What they need for the head of 
their ticket is not so much an angel of 
light as a man who can carry New 
York, New Jersey, Connecticut, In- 
diana and West Virginia. If he also 
carries Delaware, Rhode Island and 
Wisconsin, or some other good State, 
so much the better, but he must carry 
the five States above named, or their 
equivalent, aud have the South besides, 
if he is to be elected. All the virtues 
and some of the graces may be his, but 
he won’t do unless he can carry Indi- 
ana. He may be Jackson and Jefferson 
rolled into one, but he won’t do unless 
he can carry New York. And in order 
to fill the description in the Democratic 
handbill, the candidate must not be so 
sane that the flightier Democrats won’t 
vote for him, and not so flighty as to 
scare the sane Democrats off.

ROFESSOR WILEY of the Agri- 
cultural Department in Washing- 

ton proposes to make tests of the effect 
of tobacco upon men. No doubt his 
experiments will be interesting, and 





perhaps they will be instructive. He 
intends to employ a gang of subjects 
to chew or smoke tobacco in various 
quantities, and will put them through 
various experiences of indulgence and 
deprivation, and see how the changes 
affect them. Most adult persons who 
use tobacco have at one time or another 
tried experiments of this sort on them- 
selves ; have smoked and seen the folly 
of it, and have stopped smoking and 
tried to realize the benefit of that. 
Some have stopped for good, but the 
majority keep on smoking, for better 
or worse, unless they have special disa- 
bilities which make them stop. But 
most smokers are in doubt whether 
tobacco is bad for them or not. The 
great test of tobacco is to be found in 
comparing the health of men and 
women. Most American men smoke; 
very few American women do. Is the 
health of the men or the women better, 
and are the diseases which tobacco 
might be expected to produce in men 
any more common in men than in 
women? Many asmoker, who is ready 
to lay the blame for all his ailments on 
tobacco, has been comforted by finding 
like ailments in women who don’t 
smoke.

leave. We have a reputation to sustain.’ 

Said Doctor Grimly: : 

“That fellow’s relatives were undoubtedly 
to blame. They brought him up here by ad- 
vice of the New York doctors, and when 
they found that Saranac couldn’t do for him 
all that is claimed, they still wanted him 
to stay because he was too weak to move. 
They wanted his last hours made as com- 
fortable as possible, they said, with tears in 
their eyes. And this, after all we did for 
them! What a mistaken sense of duty to 
the medical profession! I haven’t had a 
funeral make me so mad in a long time.” 

Said Doctor Pounder: 

‘This is disgraceful. I was away on a 
vacation or it wouldn’t have happened. The 
town ought to be patrolled to prevent such a 
thing from occurring again. Suppose this thing 
should become frequent—think of how it 
would hurt business! It certainly isn’t a 
part of the treatment to let anyone die in the 
town limits.” 

“What is your treatment?” he was asked. 

“Very simple. When a new patient comes 
to town we ascertain how long he will last 
—also his pocketbook—and we aim to keep 
him with us until all hope is lost. Then we 
advise him to seek some other climate. Our 
death rate is sacred to us.” 

“What else do you do for him?” 

“Nothing but make him take the air.” 

“Don’t you limit his diet to the things he 
ought to eat?” 

“Good Heavens, no! Our pastrymen must 
live as well as our milkmen.” 

Doctor Tester was more optimistic. He 
said: 

“This may be a good thing for Saranac, 
after all. It will teach people in the last 
stages not to look to us for comfort or cour- 
tesy. Saranac wants robust invalids who 
could get well anywhere, with plenty of 
cash, to come up here and sustain our repu- 
tation. We are out for the dust.” 


Teaching a Girl How to Swim.
